Tho making of a smooth roadbed 
requires that when the soil is put on, 
it be laid in layer;- and not in piles. 
When dumped in pile* 
some places 
will be more packed than others and 
there will likely be a difference in the 
density, while if laid on iii layers this 
will be avoided. 
Each layer should be 
harrowed, or better yet, disked and 
packed before the next one is ‘aid 
down. 
In this way a good roadbed is se­ 
cured from the first, while if the soil 
is just dumped on the road to be 
j leveled and packed by the traffic over 
the road a good roadbed will never be­ 
scoured. 
The best tool for keeping the road 
well crowned and the surface smooth 
is the rplitlog drag. 
This tool should 
b3 used soon after a rain 
The soil 
is then loose and easily moved 
The 
drag moves but small amounts of soil 
and smears it on the roadbed in thin 
layers, which is just what is wanted. 
It cuts off any projections and tills 
any low’ places.
